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CALIFORNIA BUARD OF TRADE. 


A Plan to HKeorganize That Body 
. Under the State Laws. 

The report of N. P. Chipman, Will- 
iam H. Mills, Eugene J. Gregory, Ty- 
ler Beach, J. 8. Emery. and A. T. 
Haich, the conimittee appointed by 
the California State Board of Trade to 
reorganize the board with a view to 
placing the association upon a more 
stable footing, increase its efficiency, 
better define its plans of representa- 
tion, and to consider the prospect of its 
incorporation under the general laws 
of California has been sent hy the gen- 
eral manager, John (. Brown, to the 
several Boards of Trade throughout the 
State, railroad companies and mer- 
chants. 

The report, after going fully into the 
present condition of the board and the 
various sources from which it derives 
its support and the peculiar legal dis- 
abilities that make it impossible for 
certain corporations to become contrib- 
uting members of the same, sets forth 
the following plan as a means of over- 
coming these difficulties : 

First—To provide in the constitution 
of the corporation that business men 
and any corporation doing business in 
this State shall bAve the right to des- 
ignate one person for each $100 or a 
fraction thereof not less than $50, paid 
monthly by them, who shall upon the 
signing of the constitution have the 
privilege of members. 

Second—That each county board or 
association, whether incorporated or 
not, may Upon paying monthly as now, 
$25, have the right to designate a per- 
son who shall upon the signing of the 
constitution have the like privilege. 
Under the provision of the Code the 
number of Directors must not exceed 
eleven nor less than five, and have the 
governing pewer of the corporation. 
But they muy constitute such com- 
mittee and appoint such agents and 
officers as may be necessary to further 
the objects of the corporation. The 
committee in calling upon the various 
county boards and merchants to assist 
them state that unless there is sub- 
stantial unanimity in favor of incorpor- 
ating it would be. better to go on as 
at present, making certain needed 
changes in the present plan.

full—as ‘‘Miss Mary Helen Smith;” ifa 
married daughter receives with her fam- 
ily on this occasion, her separate card is 
also added. Invitations to somewhat 
formal teas are on square cards, with 
“tea at four o’clock” following tthe 
hostess’ name; but the more general 
custom for smallentertainments and in- 
formal teas is to use the visiting card, 
engraving or simply writing in the 
lower left-hand corner the day, date 
and “‘from four until seven o’clock” (or 
until eight o’clock), or else “tea at four 
o'clock.” ‘The host’s name appears only 
on evening invitations, for dinners, 
cotillions, etc. Wedding invitations 
are engraved in small script on note 
sheets, the distinction being made of 
using for invitations merely for the 
church the words, ‘“‘request your pres- 
ence,” or ‘the honor of your presence,” 
while for home weddings, or for the re- 
ception following the ceremony, the in- 
vitations ‘‘request the pleasure of your 
company.” 

Large so-called square cards, pure 
white, and thin, medium or heavy, ac- 
cording to individual taste, are the 
fashionable visiting cards for married 
ladies; those for unmarried ladies are 
almost as large, unless the name is very 
short, and requires a smaller card. Men 
continue to use very small cards. ‘The 
engraving is done in plain English 
script, the fancy for Italian script with 
flourishes about the capitals having been 
transient. To engrave the address in 
the lower right-hand corner, and the 
lady’s day of receiving in the lower 
corner on the left, is the accepted Amér- 
ican form; but it is quite English to re- 
verse this arrangement, and also to en- 
grave the title ‘‘Mrs.” with the rs. above 
the line, thus, M”. Thereis a tendency 
toward using again for paying visits the 
joint card of husband and wife, an ex- 
tremely large card, which has of late 
been used only for special occasions, as 
with messages of condolence, or tosend 
with gifts. 

The preferred stationery for ladies is 
linen paper without gloss, white or 
cream-tinted, smooth or rough in finish, 
and of the standard octavo size, to fold 
once in a square envelope. Medium 
rough paper and etching paper similar 
to that prepared for etchers is used by 
those who write with stubs or with quill 
pens. Insertion paper is a fancy novel- 
ty with alternate thick and thin lines 
across the page. The colored papers 
most used are pale blue or rose-tinted, 
dark blue and gray of several shades, 
and for these are cameo decorations 
which bring out the design in white re- 
lief. Monograms of most intricate lct- 
tering are again in fashion, stamped in 
colors, or in gold, silver, or any of the 
colored bronzes, or, newest of all, insteel 
letters that produce perfectly the effect 
of the metal. Instead of involved mono- 
grams, the separate initials in 
quaint odd lettering are preferred by 
many, or else‘they are a fac-simile of 
those of the writer. Family crests and 
coats of arms are stamped in the proper 
heraldic colors. A tasteful marking for 
a young lady’s letter-paper, and for the 
smaller ‘“‘billet” sheets on. which she 
writes her pretty notes, instead of using 
stiff cards, shows the initial of her last 
name done in brown to imitate a woody 
stem, supporting or surrounding a tiny 
blossom of her favorite flower in natural 
colors—a violet, a wild rose, forget-me- 
not, a pansy ora primrose. The useful 
marking, however, and that which is 
most done, is the city address stamped 
near the top of the page in color in very 
plain style, as in block letters, or old 
English letters, in clear dark blue or 
red, or in copper, silver or gold. Coun- 
try addresses are more fancifully done, 
showing the name of the country house 
and of the nearest post-office engraved 
amid foliage, flowers, pine-trees, beside 
a lodge gate, or ina bit of rustic land-
